It appears however that the general 
dveay of faith in the efficacy of idol worship 
to bring any advantages to the people has 
touched this part of Kwangtung also, and 
this year some of the more enlightened of 
the Chinese determined that tho festival 
should be merely nominal, ‘as it might causo 
disorder to do away with it altogether, 
They therefore met together and advised 
the alders, whoso duty it was to collect the 
funds, not to make anything like the effort 
of former years, These elders: as tho 
Chinese put it, “in tho sunlight agreed 
but in the shadow opposed” their instruc- 
tions. In other words instead of telling 
poople that only a small subscription was 
needed, thoy went forth as sforctime snd 
insisted upon tho jinpottance of the festival 
and urged the poopleto give what thoy had 
heen accustomed to subscribe.
